constant refurciico to nuinbi-rs and statistics. I'ro- 
fessor Owen and Maxley bad a warm discu-.iion on 
the Gorilla, but neitlier'setlled the i;nestinn wliich 
M. DoCbaiUu's discnveiy has raised. M. llar- 
ben, tlic liisciivcrcr iil' /A-rlcni .\!an'nn as a substi- 
tute for Cottcm, read a Iiaper, miinlainini; tlic 
practical value and applicability of the new mate- 
rial, A somewhat general opiiiiou prevails that it 
will bo dliiicult of preparation, anil consequently 
suppo.siuf; it to ho otherwise suitable, cnn iievei 
come into ;;enfr.il use; Init ilio^e douljis can never 
be set at rest but by t \perimcnts bv cumpcctnt 
people. 

It is a subj'^ut of iiiui'h re.:i rt In Ihe oeneral pub- 
lic, a.s w ell as to tllo^e more iiumedi ilelv coneerne.i, 
tliat the lluaucial eoiidition of ihc Interna- 
tiunal Kxbibitioii Kxehenuer is likely tu bo 
BO bud. The number of visitors is decidedly di'- 
creasing. - People expected u rush of visitors this 
month from the country, who might have wailed 
to the last to make up liieir ijiind<, but a.s yet tlicro 
is no appeal .iiii-j of any sueli liu-k. The 

Cndo^i.iii sc.ii'l.il is not ye' cleared up. 'I'be hon. 
gentleman wrote to t!io 'I'iiiir: e.v plaining; bis con- 
nection with M. Velllard, which lie asserts Ihc 
conir.iissioncrs were well aware of, and maint iin- 
in« that ha had fairly earned tiic t:2, l()0 he ^ot. 
Iliu lelter brought out one from tlio Karl of Gran- 
ville, who says that lie only knew from hearsay 
and eonfliclinj; rci>orl5 what were Mr. Cadn^iin's 
diiiicK, iir what rcmuneraiiou he was to receive, 
and tliat he did not in the »li'.;hiest influence the 
commissioners in favor of the coiilrucior. Here 
tbisu^ly piece of business rests, and it is doiiblfiil 
whether the public will over know much more 
a' out it.

Tlitre will iie no ( oiciiiony upon ttiaf day beyond 
the usual elosiny and boiling of the doors. For a 
fortiiiglit after ilial day ihc building will (till be 
open at a higher price of udmissiun in order to 
all'ord op|iorliinitics for the Sale of the goods cx- 
liiliited. 'I'tie prices of' admission arc not yet 
ti.>;ed, nor is it yet ofiicially stateil wbetlier the 
usual season tic kets will not !;e available fcir those 
davs, though we Ijelieve the jirn-ilegcj of the 
lloldiTs' will III luallv cease 'on ihe ilav when Ihe 
JCxbibition will be eon lidered as closed". A niiiutb 
at least will be n iiuireil to clear Ihe liiiilding uf lis 
contents, even after the 1 1 selling days. 'I'liis will 
bring up the time to about Ciirislmas. The pi e- 
paratioiis for the closing .Slate ceremonial will 
necessarily occupy two or three wcc!:s, so tliat it 
will be seen no uiineeessiiry delay in the distribui 
tioii of the awards will take place, livery person 
who was present at tho opening of tho Kxhilii- 
tion, or at the dcidarulion of the awiirils, must 
have ficcii struck wiili the tot.d iiiifilinjss of the 
building, crowded as it was in tho nave"iili thu

Whativcr may be Lord I^llmer^ton■s 
intention no afipointment has yet been made. 
And from tho length of lime that has elap.sod 
since the vacancj, it would seem that wi'h .ill his 
experience in church patronage ihc Premier finds 
the sidection of the primate of all iillglan<l a difh- 
cult tluiy . 

Tlie distress in l.aiie.i.shire is of cinirse on the 
increase and a mceiing was iield in Dublin Ihe 
other diiy, at which several uf the Irish nobility 
were present, with tho view of orgmiiislng soci- 
eties, AO. 'Iho meeting were reminded of the 
generous conduct of I'.ugland at the Irish f.imiiie, 
and a handsome sum was maile nn at once, it 
may hive occurred to many Unit the l.,iiu ishirc 
people were too mueh pr.iised lor ilieir ^'ou J eon. 
dui-t under dilliciillies. Tliuy only did tiieir dutv, 
and while it is liiglily eonuiiendable lliat they did 
hi), it is somewhat unwise to truiniict the fact in 
tlieir ears, as if it were u maltcr of ttstonlshment 
and that the ojiposite was the most natural.

clothint;. This has displeased some, and they 
have gone so f.-ir as to refuse lo ae.-ept aid by tiie 
''labor test" as "undiguiKcili" and demanded that 
they be paid aad receive assistance iu mnnevi not 
in necessaries. A mob went to the Duiird of 
Guardians in Manchester with this rniucst. It 
was, of course, refused, and it is to he hoped Ihc 
matter will end here, and thai the jieltiiig (if them 
recently will not terminate in a reaelii/g of fnr- 
mer Juiiigs in the park that people arc now for- 
gi'ltiiig. 

Agricultural nieelingi and .Mcidiaiiics Iiistitufes 
have afforded our btatcsincn an opportuiiiiy fur 
speech-making, which they have indulgod'in to 
Ihc full. Mr. Disraeli has .been holding forth to 
llio bucolics of Salthill in lluckinghamshirs. 
Uis great opponent Mr. Gladstone has been lion- 
ised at Newcastle, anil made a long speech ul a 
banquet to which hn had liecn invilod. The only 
iniportnnt thing connected wilh it was that licfore 
sitting down, wiiile refening to lliu posilioii of 
matters in America anil ihc proidainalioii of the 
President, he declared Ihal the South was now a 
nation. This has been llic first puhlic expression 
of Iho Goveriiincnt on the subject, and Ihe friend.-i 
of the South are in raplnres that it sliuuld have 
come from so distinguished a luiiii.

Nearly four months havo now elapsed siiico 
Mr. Harris's motion for copies of the concd- 
pondenco between Ilia Excellency anJ ihe 
Home Government rclalive to tlic town-sito, 
and copies of all corresporulonoo bctwet-ii Ills 
E.xceI!eocy and tbe Ilmlsun's Hay Coiupnny, 
WU3 passed by lliR IIoiisi; (if A=HCiubly. Oiio 
would SUV that wiis time; ciioiiyli to eniible it 
to be copied and produced were it tifty times 
as Toluminous as one could possibly imagine 
it to be. Yet, notwitbstandiug tbis, and uot- 
vUbBtaodiDg tlio.^ impprlaocd : bl^^tbe subject 
matter to the people "of this colony and more 
particularly of the City of Yictorin, not a 
letter of it has been pluceil belbre the House. 
'Uio request might as well buvc bccu addres- 
sed to a stone wall fnr all the ntteutioii it has 
received. And who is to blunio ? Has the 
Governor refused to allow it to appear, or lias 
the Colonial Secretary neglected to carry out 
the order for its production 7 Has the cor- 
tespondence been lost or stolen, or is it only 
burked ? These arc questions that naturally 
suggest Uierasclves, when one comes to take 
the matter into consideration. 

It seems strange to the uninitiated that we 
should have a government niodellnd uflt;r that 
of Great Britain — that we should annually 
vole a largo civil list to keep up this govern- 
laent; and still be as much iu the dark as 
to the way in which our affairs are managed 
ai if we were ruled by the most absolute 
'autoofdt in existence. And how meekly onr 
repregeniativos in the House of Assembly 
bear all this. They ask, but they act, as if 
they expected to receive nothing. Do they 
imagine that the peoplu will ho contcntBd 
tvith such a mere show of looking after their 
interests? If they do they will wake up 
one fine morning to find' tbat'>they>aro inis< 
taken. Not even the feeble exousa of press 
of business can they urge for ttieir neglect 
to insist upon knowing how our alTatrs are 
being managed. They may shirk thu sub- 
ject till the end of the session, but their con- 
stituents will remember it. 

Oologa of Adnllral WUkes 

i It !■ still fresb in th'e'minds of our renders 
how very near England and the United States 
I'were of being involved iu a war on the Trent 
aCTair. The capture of the Southern Conimis 
sioncrs on board a neutral resse! sailing be- 
tween two neutral ports, was a sulTiciently 
glaring breach of the Law of Xutions to have 
restrained any mau with sense enough lo per. 
ccive the consequence? . of the act from at- 
tempting it. But the Davies and .armies of 
■most countries contain among them some Indi* 
Tiduaia whose mistaken zeal for their country 
vOr headstrong desire of notoriety often causes 
them to exceed Ihe bonnds of their duty. 
Among tbis class we must ruiil: Admiral (form- 
crly Commodore) ^Vilkc.^. I lis conduct in 
the above affair brought no honor to himself 
and little credit to his country. Though a 
large mass of his countrymen vowed they 
would sostain bim iu bis iool-hardy act, jQl 
the Americau Cabinet, whether induced by 
the tbrmteiiiagi^.aitlt^^^ of' Great Britain or 
mored by<tbeir own' good sense, felt obliged 
, to disavow the acts of their hot-headed com- 
modore, and to order the rendering up of the 
captured commissioners ; an act which nata- 
rally enough was most galling to American 
pride. One would think that those circum- 
stances would he sudicienl to cause the Amer- 
ican Government to put this ofDcer iu a posi- 
tion where he would not bo so likely to lead 
them into embarrassing relations with other 
nations for the future, and that 'tho gentlemao 
himself would be a little more cautions how 
be bore himself Iherealler towards the British 
flag. But now we find him in the Uormudas, 
in the very spot -.vhcrL' ho wa; niost likely to 
come in collision with lliitisli vessels — and lo 
judge from the la;t accounts wc have received 
of him, be is doing all lie can to again create 
iniHchicf between the two coiuitrics. 

It U dillicult to gather from the brief tele* 
graphic despatch the particulars of the affair, 
yet it would seem that he has gone so far as 
to blockode the ports of Cernnida contrary to 
the express request of the (iovcrnor, and at- 
tempted tu c.vcrcifo hill jurisdiction within 
British waters by ordering the (.'aptain of one 
of the vc3.'^c■!s lying IIilmc. tlm Gladiator, logo 
on board the American man-ol-war. 'J'lic 
Captain very prudcnily claimed protection of 
a British nian-or-war, and rcfu.=i!(l to go. The 
Jiritisb rann-of-nur ran out her guns and made 
every .preparation for s, brush, which we sup- 
pose toe Admiral did nut led (piite disposed 
to .enrage in just then, Tho incident, .'lininle 
' Os'itlSiJs quite sulTicicnt to show that AVilkcs 
has not in any way profited by the unploas- 
nnl termination of his Ibrinur iiisult to the 
IJritiah Hag, but is siill actuattd by tlio same 
spirit, 'i'he English Journals perceive the 
danger of allowing such a man to remain in a 
position where he nuiy draw tho two countries 
into collision, and accordingly advocate his 
renjoyal. A great nation like Kugland can- 
not 'snlTer her 'honor lo be touched by the 
pranks of even Admiral Wilkes. She has 
accordingly taken steps to send reinforcements 
to tho West India Squadron to make tbis 
ofTiccr keep within the sphere of his duties 
and have a little more regard for the principles 
of international law.
